LIBRARY REPORT. 


By vote of the town, at the last annual March meeting, ac- 
cepting the provisions under the Statues required, for the pur- 
pose of establishing a free public library : 

We made application to State board of Library Commission- 
ers for what books we were entitled to haye from the State, to 
be used by said town of Wentworth, in assisting toward estab- 
lishing said library. 


We contracted with the Wentworth Library Association for 


the use of their library building and library books for the use of | 


the Publicfree library, for three years, ta be repaired at an ex- 
pense not less than fifteen dollars by the town, which repairs 
have been made. 


We have employed a librarian and adopted rules and regu- 
lations for the care, custody, and distribution of the books fur- 
nished and to be furnished until said rules and regulations shall 
be amended by the town or its library trustees.

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SCHOOL REPORT. 


In presenting to the Citizens of Wentworth the report of the 
schools for the past year, we would say that all our schools with 
but two or three exceptions have been a success. The schools in 
No. 6 and No. 8 passed excellent examination at the close of both 
spring and fall terms. The teachers had labored hard to in- 
struct, and the pupils I always found very studious during my 
visits. 

The fall term in No. 6, taught by Miss Huckins was a model 
school in every respect. 


The schools in No. 1 in spring and winter, and No. 10 in the 
fall passed very satisfactory examinations at their close. 
Wherein two or three of our schools have not made as good 
advancement as the others, we would attribute the cause in part 
to a lack of discipline on the part of the teacher, or by an evil 
infiuence of some mischief-making person or persons in the dis- 
. trict who apparently thought they knew more about governing 
_and teaching the schoo] than the teachers themselves. There isa 
tendency with some to censure the teachers, because he or she 
does not do just what they think to be right, when in fact they 
know nothing about the school. 

We would advise all to visit schools, and learn for themselves 
what the school is and especially would we advise those to. visit 
the schools who are among the disatisfied ones. It is not well to 
‘pass our judgment always on what some pupil or some one else 
may say in regard to the teacher or school. The teacher’s lot is 
not one of the most pleasant. There should exist perfect union 
between parents and teacher, and when we can have such union 
our schools will be very much better than they now are. 

We would advise our teachers who haye just commenced to 
teach, if they are to continue teaching, to become better educated 
aud thereby better fitted for the work; and to sowe of our pupils 
who are inclined nearly every morning to be tardy, or every few 
days to be absent from school a day or two at a time, it would be 
much better for them and for the schoo! to be there on time and 
to be present cvery day if possible. | 
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We will. give the Roll of Honor as returned to us, giving 

the names of those who have nut been absent or tardy.
